FOOD AFTER FIFTY 


Elderly people have special food 
problems, says Service. These pro-

After fifty , the amount of 
physical exercise and general act- 
ivity is less and the need for en- 
ergy or calorie foods such as fats, 
sweets, bread and cereals is less 
The need for protective foods milk, 
exgs, fruits and vegetables remains 
just as great as during earier years 
A good rule to aid digestion and 
comfort, is to eat four or five light 
meals instead of three hearty ones, 
but they should be regular meals, 
hot nibbling. Something hot at each 
meal is desirable
